With the American Army in France, 
Thursday, Nov. 29.— (By the Associated 
Press.) —Xational guardsmen from every 
state in the union have arrived in France, 
it is today permitted to be announced. 
They are among the troops now training, 
or lately arrived. 


While it is not permitted to disclose 
the identity of units, it may he said that 
all those which sailed from the United 
States have arrived safely a.nd that some 
already are in training Avithin sound of 
the guns on the battle front. 


Fine American Spirit. 


They are showing a spirit in keeping 
with the purpose of all concerned to make 
the American 
expeditionary 
force a 
homogenous 
American army in 
which 
division, whether regular, national ^lard 
or national 
armies, 
cannot be 
distin- 
guished in efficiency from the others. The 
former state troops are billeted over a 
wide area and are pronounced excellent 
soldiers. 
The guardsmen have been ar- 
riving in the American zone for many 
weeks. 
They ai'o .scattered 
somewhat 
but as far as possible the units from 
the same states have been kept close to- 
gether, e.xcept in one case. 
They found 
the regular army had made good prepara- 
tion for them, and while many are bil- 
leted in houses in French towns, others 
have been quartered in low wooden bar- 
racks especially erected.

NEHEMIAH BUILDS T H E WALL OF 
JERUSALEM. 


1/EBSON TBXT-Nehemlah 4:7-2L 
GOLDEN 
TEXT—The 
Lord 
Is 
my 
Helper and I will not fear what man 
•hall do unto me.—Hebrews 18:6. 


The lesson of November 18 spoke of 
Nebemiah Journeying tj) Jerusalem« 
After his arrival he spent three days 
In looking over the work; then he 
told the priests and other leaders his 
plans. 
Enthusiasm was awakened, all 
classes were aroused, the work of the 
building of the wall of the city was 
apportioned among the people, 
and 
soon half of the wall was completed 
"for the people had a mind to work." 


I. The Wrath of the Enemy, vv. 7-9. 
The progress of the work kept up 
the anger of Sanballat the Horonite 
and his friends who formed an alli- 
HQce to hinder the wall being built 
<w. 7, 8). 
When God begins to work 
through his people, Satan is aroused 
and tries to interfere. It is no sign 
that a Christian is out of the will 
of God when opposition is felt. 
The 
enemy will ahvayr, be on hand to try 
to hinder whenever a real work for 
God is going forward. 
Dead formal 
Christianity runs smoothly and with 
deadly monotony and Satan 
lets 
it 
alone, but as soon as some results of 
real work are seen, opposition is at 
once felt. 
Thus it was when God 
sent his Son into the world, and so 
It has been In every movement for 
God in the church, and so it will be 
!n the individual Chri.stian life. From 
the next verse (9) we would almost 
think that Nehemiah had heard our 
Lord's injunction to "watch and pray." 
Many do much watching and fail ; 
many do much praying and fail; but | 
none over turns to watching and pray- ! 
'ng without flnding victory. 
Prayer j 
alone means 
sloth; 
watching 
alone 
means pride; but watching and pray- 
'ag victory. 


II. 
Internal Oppositicn, vv. 10-14. 
Sanballat and hi.s friends were not 
the only ones Nehemiah had to con- 
tend with. 
Among those that worked 
on the wall were sonie shirkers and 
grumblers. 
They had become discour- 
aged in the work and began to say 
they could never complete it (v. 10). 
If 
Satan 
fails 
to hinder the 
work 
from the outside, he will attempt to 
create dissatisfaction 
on the 
inside. 
Internal 
confusion of the church is 
more to be dreaded than open opposi- 
tion from a known oneiny. 
Dissension 
and confusion in the church can usu- 
ally be traced to workers becoming dis- 
couraged. 
The plot of the enemy to 
make 
a 
surprise 
attack 
was 
dis- 
covered by the .Tews who lived out- 
side the city. 
Thry reportr-d it not 
once, but ten times, with the sugges- 
tion that the work on tl'.e wall be 
stopped, and safety sought by leav- 
ing the city altogether (vv. 11, 12). 
When 
the 
enemy':> 
open 
opposition 
fails 
and dis-.-ourngeinent 
has 
been 
tried, an nttenirit is made to bring fear 
upon the worke:-«^:. 
But the Bil)le is 
full of exhortations for Christians to 
"fear not." 
Conld tliese v/orkers on 
the walls of .Ternsalem have seen the 
unseen, it would liave made little dif- 
ferences to them whether the enemies 
were numbered by tens or thousands, 
and could Christians today realize that 
God is for tJiem, all opposition would 
be as nothing. 
(T Cor. 10:13; Rom.

Nehon.iah at once 
proceeded 
to

14). 
Armed 
forces

reported surprise attack. 
The warri- 
ors Vv'ere placed so that in the event 
of battle they would l)e protecting 
their own particular families. 
Then j 
Nehemiah made a short speech of en- . 
couragcment to the people, the heart ! 
of which was "Remember the Lord 
which is great and terrible." 
Piomem- 
bering him wotild drive the fear a«ay. j 
They v.ho are on the Lord's side are 
already victors even before the bat- 
tle has begun. 
Someone said to a 
great general before a certain 
bat- 
tle began: 
"I hope the I.ord i.s on our 
side." 
The reply was: "I tru.';i: v,-e 
are on the Lord's side." 
When this is 
true, there need be no fear whether 
the enemies be few or many. 
Nehe- 
miah then exhorted them to fight for 
their families and their homes. 
This 
two-fold secret of the victory is pre- 
sented to us over and over in this book 
of Nehemiah, and nowhere is so prom- 
inent as in this lesson. 
Victory for 
the Christian depends on two things: 
We must trust In the Lord as though 
nil depended on him, and we must 
work and fight as though all depended 
on us. 
This Is the secret of the suc- 
cess of Nehemiah. 


HI. The Progress of the Work, (vv. 
15-21). 
The speech of Nehemiah hav- 
ing qiileted the fears of the people ;ind 
f.Ari enemy^ having heard that 
their 
pt4Ds were known and that God had 
t-rought their counsel to nought, all 
the people returned to the work with 
renewed enthusiasm and purpose (15). 
There was a rearrangement of forces 
(16-21). 
Half of the people worked; 
half, full armed, stood guard. A trum- 
peter was beside Nehemiah, so that at 
the first alarm from outside all the 
workers and warriors could be cuiled 
to the threatened spot. 
Then they 
went ahead with buldllng of the wall.

Every Red Cross Christmas seal purchased 
aids iu the resciue of some human beiug from 
the clutch of the white plague. 
To under- 
stand the extent and value of this work of 
humanity people hereabouts need only to 
know what has been accomplished for the 
rescue of human lific and the conservation of 
human resources in .Fort TVaj^ne during the 
past three or four years. 


The work here has been constantly handi- 
capped by a want of funds, yet the work 
j)rosecuted uuder auspices of the local anti- 
cuberculosis society has saved scores of lives 
that but for the efforts of the society wei-e 
permanently doomed. 
Men and women and 
children upon Avhom the scourge had set its 
mortal seal have been taken in hand, cared for 
and restored to health and strength and use- 
fulness. This has been wortli while, not only 
from the standpoint of a common humanity, 
but from the standpoint of social economy. 
When it is considered that the restoration of a 
tuberculosis patient to healtli costs little if 
any more than a decent burial, it must appear 
to any rational mind how clearly it is a re- 
proach 
without 
mitigations 
that 
society 
chooses in an appalling number of instances 
to spend money for funerals instead of for 
the work of rescue. 


With war stupendously wasting the world's 
human stock in the old world and ready like- 
Avise to waste our own, the race has dire need 
to conserve itself in every way possible. There 
are not now in civilized modern lands enough 
men and women to perform the world's work. 
The cry in every country is for more workers. 
[We hear it here and will increasingly hear it 
while the war continues to take from the nor- 
mal channels of employment hundreds of 
thousands of men to be devoted to the v/ast- 
ing work of the battle and in many cases to 
be eternally sacrificed on the reeking fields of 
death. While the duty is upon the nation to 
go on with its dreadful task until it is accom- 
plished and the nation's future made secure, 
it is no less a duty of the state and society 
to do what may be done to make an end of 
the appalling waste of life not due to the 
—a waste that has been going on without re- 
mission time out of mind and with progressive 
increase simply because we have been too 
blind, too indifferent, *too stupid and too in- 
humane to set the necessary checks upon it. 


The counti-y • must now give its solemn at- 
tention to the duty of waging war to a finish 
agaipst the white plague. The lives that can 
be saved are lives that cannot be spared. The 
human resources that can be conserved are re- 
sources for want of which we shall suffer and 
all mankind will suffer. The purchase of Red 
Cross Christmas seals will go far to promote 
this great work of resciie and conservation. 


PUT OVER THE Y. W. 0. A. FUND. 


Good progress has been made in the Fort 
Wayne district with the campaign for the 
Y. W, C. A. fund. There remains a good deal 
to do. During the coming week a big drive 
is to be made throughout the country to com- 
plete the total of $4,000,000 that is needed 
for the work the association has planned to 
do in connection with the war camps.

the country must supply the money. 
Four 
million dollars is no great sum to be raised 
among more than one hundred millions of 
people. 
There ought to be little difficulty 
realizing the goal of this campaign, and there 
will be if the response be general. A gift of 
a few cents per capita of the population would 
make it assured. 


While it has been found necessary to take 
steps to safeguard the morals of the hundreds 
of thousands of young men who have gone 
into the army camps, it also has been found 
no less necessary to similarly safeguard the 
welfare of girls and women of the cities where 
these camps are situated. Not all of the peril 
that threatens the girls is due to the camps, for 
war creates abnormal conditions that do much 
to undermine the moral status, and it is a 
designed part of the Y. W. C. A. work to per- 
form good in whatsoever ways it may be 
found necessary. 


The whole country will benefit at once and 
hereafter from the wórk of the Y. W. C. A. 
The program is broad and far-reaching and 
will correctively touch a multitude of bad con- 
ditions for which there must be remed}'. No 
better use for four millions of dollars can be 
found that the employment that the Y. W. 
C. A. purposes to make of the fund which the 
country is now raising for thè association's 
undertakings.

did not then want peace, because she believed 
that with the submarines turned loose to wage 
ruthless warfare on the seas Great Britain 
would be brought to her knees in a few weeks 
and German peace could be dictated. 
U-boat 
frightfulness has failed Prussianism. 
It hcia 
boon an appalling menace and is a most criti- 
cal factor in the Avar at this time, but it has 
been vastly checked and it will scarcely be 
able again to accomplish such a measure of 
destruction as marked the first three or four 
months of unrestricted warfare. 


"What Germany now bases her new peacc 
adventures upon, other than the collapse of 
Kussia and the prospect of a separate peace 
there and her mighty but now arrested drive 
at Italy's heart cannot be seen. There is noth- 
ing in the situation on the west front to sup- 
port a Berlin emanation. America is getting 
into the war Avith men and resources that in 
a few months will begin to count decisively in 
that theater. Political effect in menaced Italy 
and in Rumania, where abandonment of Rus- 
sia will add tragedy to tragedy, doubtless 
have some place in the German design. 


But while these peace pretensions are again 
arising out of Berlin the allies are in supreme 
council in Paris considering how they may 
best launch their united strength against the 
enemy. There is peace purpose in that, too- - 
purpose that looks to a peace all can accept 
and in which all may feel secure. The Paris 
prospect is better than Berlin's.

The United States government must 
sooner or later take action to direct 
the course of financial investment in 
the United States, if the security mar- 
ket is to be saved from a possibly dis- 
astrous crash. 


Two weeks ago the bottom dropped 
out of the New York stock market. 
Today the bond market has reached 
the lowest point since the sensational 
decline immediately following the out- 
break of war in 1914. 


The panicky conditions which have 
recently depressed the stock exchange 
were brought about by disturbing war 
events, by the world-wide inflation of 
the currencies and by the increasing 
demand for capital for carrying on the 
enormously increased industrial opera- 
tions necessitated by our entry into the 
war. 


The decline in security prices has 
been temporarily halted by favorable 
war news, the possibility of freight 
rate increases for the railroads, and 
by the .iction of the stock exchange 
governors 
in 
drastically 
controlling 
short selling. 


But the trend is unmistakably down- 
ward and must continue to be so until 
effective governmental action is taken. 


The reason for this Is obvious. 
The 
government has suddenly become the 
largest competitor for ready capital 
in the money market. 
And as war op- 
erations continue, the government is 
going to require all the available capi- 
tal in the counti-y. 
This will put the 
cost of capital up and therefore force 
the liquidation of low interest-bearing 
securities. 


There have been suggestions that 
short selling in the market has been 
responsible 
for 
panicky 
conditions, 
and demands that short 
selling 
be 
made illegal. There are excellent rea- 
sons why this cannot be done. 


"Short" selling is a perfectly legiti- 
mate and necessary financial practice. 
To sell securities "short" is Just as nec- 
essary as to quote price on the cost of 
building a bridge or a skyscraper, in 
advance of construction. 


The man who sells stocks "short" 
believes that in the future he can go 
into the market and buy the stocks 
cheaper than they were at the time 
the short sale was made. 
This is iden- 
tically what a contractor does evei-y 
time he gives an estimate. 
He esti- 
mates that at a given date materials 
can be bought in open markets at spe- 
cific rates, and he btises his estimates 
on such rates. 


In the case of the short seller of 
stocks, or of the contractor, the esti- 
mates may have been wrong. 
Then, 
of course, the contractors in each case 
will lose money. 
They must live up to 
their contracts. 


In such short selling operations the 
public Is benefited because the market 
is stabilized by the transactions. 
If 
there were not numerous transactions 
of this kind being carried out every day 
markets would fluctuate violently and 
irregularly. 
Short sales tend to re- 
store equilibrium.

Short selling, however, is not the 
cause of present panicky conditions in 
the market. 
Since November, 1910, 
securities have been steadily dropping:. 
The decline has been particularly rapi l 
since the middle 
of 
August. 
High 
grade bonds have declined more ex- 
tensively than any other class of se- 
curity, and raih-oad shares have close- 
ly followed the declines in bonds. 


Industrial securities, though 
more 
erratic, have also slid down almost 
vertically. 


This decline is undoubtedly due to 
the knowledge that American partici- 
pation in the war must be increased so 
as to restore any losses or weakness 
caused to the allies through Russian 
and Italian conditions. 


Armies, ships and munitioins on a 
far grander scale than we believed 
would be neces.sary, before Russia and 
Italy collapsed, must be furnished. 


And the money to do these things 
must be obtained by public loans. Two 
of these loans have been successfully 
floated. 
More have to come. The gov- 
ernment, for the duration of the war, 
must be a great borrower, and their 
great government borrowing necessity 
is the main cause of the drop in bond 
and stock prices that has demoralized 
the money market. 
For apart from 
patriotic 
considerations, 
government 
security will always be preferred in 
competition with private security. 


But just as government borrowings 
have been such important factors in 
depressing security prices, so govern- 
ment action will supply the remedy. 


The only effective action short of 
closing the stock 
e.xchange, as 
was 
done when war was declared, will be 
the fixing of minimum security prices 
and the limitation by the government 
on trading, on the issuing of new cap- 
ital for industrial purposes, on the in- 
vestment of American capital abroad, 
and the control of interest rates. 


In other words, it will become nec- 
essary for the people, through their 
government, to say where money shall 
be invested. 
This power, if e.xercised, 
will subordinate the private interest 
of the investor to the public welfare. 
It will be possible to determine what 
industries are essential for the life and 
well-being of the nation and its armed 
forces abroad, 
and 
to 
concentrate 
credit behind such industries. 


It may be a radical step, but the 
abnormal condition will make It a nec- 
essary one. 
Private 
interests 
must 
give way before the national Interest, 
and the government 
limitation 
and 
control of investments is Imperative 
if the country is to put its full strength 
into the great struggle. 
' 


And while such governmental ac- 
tions will at first severely hit Investors, 
in the long run lt*^viU benefit them as 
much as It will benefit the country gen- 
erally. 


If the government does not sooner 
or later take such action, the result 
will be not only the bankruptcy of a 
great number of financial and indus- 
trial concerns, but a financial panic of 
disastrous proportions.

France 
subscribed 
$5.661,850. 
Troops in Hawaii rolled up $1,269,150; 
those in Panama $1,113.600 and those 
in the Philippines and China $358,550. 


The thirty-one cantonment camps in 
the natibn subscribed for 143,080,500 of 
the war bonds. 
The sixteen national 
army camps subscribed for $23,740,- 
900. the fifteen national guard camps 
taking $19,339,600 of the securities. 
Twenty-five of the thirty-one canton- 
ment camps went over the $1,000,000 
mark and elevent of them subscribed 
individually for more than $1,500,000. 
The national army camps had a per 
capita subscription of $58.36. 
Camp 
Meade, at Admiral Maryland, led the 
national armj* with a per capita sub- 
scription of $89.36. 
Camp Cody, af 
Deming, New Mexico, led the national 
guard with a per capita subscription 
of $96 56. 


The North Pacific coast artillei-j' dis- 
trict, 
with 
headquarters 
at 
Seattle, 
Washington, reported a total subscrip- 
tion of $454,650 from 4,063 subscrib- 
ers of a total strength of 4,718 men. 


In the latter part of the bond cam- 
paign, officers and enlisted men were 
detailed wherever practicable, to co- 
operate with local liberty loan organ- 
izations. 
A typical sample of the i-e- 
sults was shown in the telegraphic re- 
port from Camp Lee, the national army 
cantonment at Petersburg, Va., to the 
effect that through the efforts of of- 
ficers and enlisted men of that camp, 
bond subscriptions amounting to f J4,- 
532,450 were obtained from persons re- 
siding outside of Camp Lee. 


This amazing showing by the men in 
arms should bring home with com- 
pelling force a lesson in practical pa- 
triotism to all persons who are 
not 
called to the army. 
The next liberty 
loan will determine the extent to which 
this lesson carries.

Spinach Cutlets. 


One pound spinach, 2 gills boiling

butter, 1-2 oz. flour, yolk of 1 egg, 
1-2 pint egg sauce. 


Wash and pick spinach and cook 
in water with the salt for 10 minutes. 
Strain and rub the spinach through 
a seive. 
Put breadcrumbs, onion and 
water from the spinach ito sauce pan 
and stir over fire until mixture leaves 
sides of the pan. 
Remove the onion. 
Melt butter, mix in flour and 
add 
spinach and cook until quite thick, 
then acid yolk of the egg and cook 
two minutes, adding bread 
crumbs 
and more seasoning if desired. 
Turn 
on to plate in flat cake and let cool. 
When cold the cake may be cut in 
portions the size of cutlets, dipped in 
egg and breadcrumbs, and friend in 
deep fat. 
Serve with egg sauce made 
by adding 2 hard boiled eggs chopped 
to a half-pint of white sauce. 


Tomato Cream Toast. 


One and one-half cupfuls stewed and 
strained tomatoes, % cupful scalded 
cream, V4, teaspoonful soda, 3 table- 
spoonfuls 
butter, 
3 
tablespoonfuls 
flour, 
% teaspoonful salt, 6 slices of 
toast. 
Melt butter in a saucepan and 
add flour, mixed with salt, stirring in 
slowly the tomato to which the soda has 
been added, and lastly add the cream. 
Place toast on plates and cover thick- 
ly with sauce. 


Celery SoulTlc. 


One small head of celery, 1 table- 
.spoonful bread crumbs, whites of 2 
eggs, 3/3 pint of milk, % ounce of but- 
ter, salt and pepper. The celery should 
be well washed and cut in two-inch 
pieces. 
Place in cold water and boil 
up as quickly as possible, pouring off 
water as soon as it boils and adding 
milk and seasoning.

A pie crust that's well made keeps 
for a few days, so it saves time and 
trouble to make a double supply and 
set aside in a cool place until the "next 
time you make pie." 


Any shortening may be used. I find 
that many 
of 
the 
"patented com- 
pounds" are 
not 
only cheaper than 
lard, but they make the crust more 
"flaky" and save the animal fats for 
the government. 


To make a pie crust use 1 cup of 
shortening, 1 teaspoon of salt, 1 tea- 
spoon of sugar and 3 cups of 
flour. 
Put all into a chopping bowl and chop 
until it looks like crumbs. 
Make well 
in center of the crumb mixture and 
add one-half cup of cold water. 
Mix 
all together with the chopping knife. 
Do not touch with the hands. 
Divide 
in three parts.

lightly floured board. If all the crumbs 
have failed to mix dust the board with 
a few of them. 


Roll the crust into shape and put on 
the pie pan.

"The licensee in making any bread j 
or rolls shall not add any :jagars or | 
fats to the dough during the process of 
baking or to the bread or rolls when | 
baked." 


The United States food administra- i 
tor made these recommend itions to 
bakers: 


"The United States food adminlstra- j 
tor earnestlj' urges all wholesale bak- 
ers to establish as the wholesale prices 
of their products the prices at which 
they will offer such prodticts for sale 
in lots of 25 pounds or more, un- 
wrapped, for cash, at the bakei-y door, 
the prices .so established to be subject 
to such additional charges as may be 
fair for wrapping and delivering when 
such services are performed by tl.c 
baker. The United States food admin- 
istrator reque.sta that v.'hen such whole- 
sale prices are established the licensee 
report this fact and state such price;? 
to the federal food administrator jn 
the state where his bakery is located. 


"Inasmuch as some wholesale baker.i 
in certain communities are now retail- 
ing bread at their plants direct to the 
consumer, 
unwrapped, 
undeliverco, 
and for cash, at wholesale prices, the 
United States food administrator I'ei - 
ommends that this practice be extend - 
ed wherever bakers find it possible to 
do so, adding 
only 
sufficient 
extra 
charge to cover extra expense. 


"The United States food admini.str 
tor, believing that frequent deliveries 
are uneconomical and tend to enhan :e 
prices, urges all bakers to reduce de- 
liveries wherever possible to one a day 
over each route, and to consolidate de- 
liveries or zone their territories in o • 
der to reduce the expen.se of deliveries 
as far as possible."

Hon. William E. Chandler, 
of New Hampshire, is 
No More. 


LONG PUBLIC LIFE 


BROUGHT TO CLOSE 


As Secretary in Arthur's 
Cabinet He Started 
Modern Navy. 


Concord, N. H., Nov. 30.—William 
liaton Chandler, who as secretary of 
the navy in President Arthur's cabinet, 
xras largely responsible for the build- 
ing of the modern United States navj', 
died at his home here today. 


Sketch of His Life, 


In a lifetime of endless political ac- 
tivity and almost continuous contro- 
versy, the one title freely accoi-ded by 
men of aV, parties to AVilliam Eaton 
Chandisr was that of "Father of the 
NeAV United States Navy." 
As secre- 
tary of th® r.xvy under President Ar- 
thur, Mr. Chandler, on June 11, 1883, 
approved tho $»lan for the reorganiza- 
tion of ihs> na\'y which resulted in the 
developni«3t of the present 
fighting 
fleet. 
l!i a speech in the senate on 
.January 
3 »15, Senator Tillman, of 
South Cur-'jJlna, referring to the read- 
ing into the r«cord of a letter from 
Mr. Chan<J!«r regarded the naval bill 
then pencilnif, said: 


"Senator Chai:dlor has had a varied 
experience in naval affairs. 
He was 
secretar>' of the 
under President 


Arthur, ar.d really 
began 
the con- 
struction of the new navy. 
He wa.s on 
the naval committee when I first came 
to Washington in }896, and was at that 
time one of the ablest men in the sen- 
ate. 
.Although he has recently entered 
his eightieth year, his mind is still 
alert and vigorous. 
While he is a re- 
publican and I am a democrat, he 
have 
always 
been 
warm 
personal 
friends. 
Necessarily he is better post- 
ed on naval affairs than almost any 
man in Washington, not eiccepting even 
the navy department itself." 


This praise from so prominent a 
democrat was peculiarly 
significant, 
inasmuch as the democrats wei-e very 
slow to forgive Mr. Chandler for the 
part he played as a member of the 
electoral convention in placing Ruth- 
erford B. Hayes in the white house. 
Democratic 
levenge 
was 
wreaked 
when the senate, in 18 81, refused to 
confirm President Garfield's appoint- 
ment of Mr. Chandler as solicitor gen- 
sral. 


Born at Concord, N. H., December 
28, 1835, Mr. Chandler was educated 
It academies in New Hampshire and 
Vermont and was graduated from the 
Harvard law school at the age of 19. 
One of his cla-ssmates at the law school 
was Joseph H. Choate. 
He entered 
politics at once, served three term.'j in 
the New Hampshire Ifou.se of represen- 
tative and was elected speaker of the 
house when but 27 years old. His first 
entrance into national political affairs 
was as one of the foimders of the re- 
jjublican party 
and a 
supporter of 
Abraham Lincoln. 
President Lincoln 
appointed him solicitor and judge ad- 
vocate general of the navy in 18 65, 
and three months later he became first 
assistant secretary of the treasury. 


While secretary of the nav-y, Mr. 
Chandler 
organized 
the 
expedition 
which, under the command of Captain 
Winfield S. Schley, went to the relief 
of the Greely Arctic exploration party. 


Fourteen 
years of service in the 
United States senate ended when Mr. 
Chandler was defeated for renomina- 
tion in 1901 by Henry K. Burnham. 
His radical views on railroad 
legisla- 
tion, which brought him in opposition 
to republican party leaders, were re- 
sponsible for this defeat. 
During the 
remainder of his life Mr. Chandler 
made many attacks on what he con- 
sidered the undue influence exerted by 
railroads 
In 
New England 
politics. 
' His last federal position was that of 
president pf the Spanish war claims 
commission, to which he was named 
by President McKinley in 1901 and 
reappointed by President Roosevelt. 


Mr. Chandier's legal talent was dis- 
played when, a« chief counsel, he car- 
ried throqgji many stages in state and 
federal courts the suits In which it 
was sought in break the will of Mr.s. 
Mary Baker G, Eddy, founder of the 
Christian Science church. • 


Mr. Chandlo:- was a member of the 
United 
Stales 
senate 
for 
fourteen 
years, having been appointed to fill an 
unexpired term In 1887 and twice re- 
elected. 
While in Washington 
last 
March Mr. Chandler was stricken with 
illness. 
He v.-m sible to return to New 
Hampshire later and spent the s u m - 
mer a t his country «state and Waterloo. 
This fall he cam« to his home here, 
where his health steadily failed. 


Mr. Chandler, who was born in 1835 
in this city, had followed with great 
Interest the navy in the present war. 
One of his sons, Capt. Lloyd Chandler, 
U. S. N., is in command of a battle- 
ship. 
Three oth«r sons survive: W m . 
D. Chandler, pii1>iisher of the Concord 
Monitor; Joseph O. Chandler and John 
P. Chandler, of this city.

w h a t should be done he says: 


"Every beekeeper should pack his 
Jjees so that winter losses will be re- 
duced to a minimum. 
Manj* keepers 
ioae 10 per cent of their colonies dur- 
ing thé winter, wliich waste can be 
eliminated by ^ v i n g them protection 
jfrom the cold winds. 
Colonies which 
Are 
packed 
properly 
consume 
less 
honey and the beekeepers should re- 
m e m b e r that It will be Impossible to 
obtain sugar to feed the bees 
next 
spring, to carr>' them until the honey 


flow starts. 


"Indiana l)eekee]:)ers should produce 
1,000.000 i>ounfls more honey next year 
if they will give the boe.s a little more 
attention.

In heating value a cord of the best 
wood Is equal to a ton of hard coal 
and the same relative value exists be- 
tween soft coal and some of the softer 
woods. 


The department of agriculture pur- 
poaes to provide export forester ser- 
vice to supervise wood cutting to avoid 
damage to growing timber and broaden 
the timber outlook,

"5Varring Countries of Eu- 
rope Are Restoring Them 
After Relaxation. 


Washington, Nor. 
—Labor ctan- 
tries, which were relaxed at the be- 
ginning of hostilities when mobilization 
made 
necessaary 
the 
recruiting 
of 
women and children for work usually 
performed by the men, are being re- 
stored In countries and strengthen in 
others, according to information com- 


piled by the Chldren's Bureau of La- 
bor and inade public today. 


"Experinence proved that the re- 
laxing of standards failed of Its pur- 
pose," says the report. 
"Definite steps 
were taken by the governments to re- 
store the provisions of the labor law, 
because they were found to be essen- 
tial not only to the conservation of 
the available workers, but to the quan- 
tity and the quality of their output." 


Increase in the number of women 
and children workers, according to the 
report, 
has made 
more 
widespread 
and serious the effects of relaxing em- 
ployment standards. 
In France Ger- 
many and Italy there has been a great 
increase of home work on government 
constracts, "with its customary evils of 
long hours and low wages." 
In Rus- 
sia, school attendance has been more 
irregular than usual because of the 
work children must do at home and 
in the 
fields. 
High wages for boys 


in unskilled occupations, thereby draw- 
ing them from school, and an increase 
of young boys in street trades were re- 
ported in England. 


The i)iost general loosening of re- 
strictions and woman and child labor 
was found to have been lengthening 
of hours of work, including night work 
and Sunday work. 
There has 
also 
been a lowering of the age require- 
ment for children 
entering 
industry 
and women and young persons have 
been emploj'ed in dangerous injurious 
or heavy work 
formerly 
prohibited 
by law, such as in powder plants and 
coal mines. 


"The point which stands out unmis- 
takably from the foreign experience," 
the report continues, "is the general 
realization that the labor 
standards 
achieved in times of peace are none 
too high to promote the efficiency of 
work, the intensity of output and the 
general level of health which are ab-

England and France have gone even 
further than the restoration of 
old 
standards and are planning new sys- 
tems of continuation schools and ad- 
ditional 
opportunities 
for 
industrial 
education. 
Part-time school attend- 
ance of boys and girls now exempt 
from 
compulsory 
attendance 
laws 
will be required. 
In England it is 
rncommended that the school leaving: 
age be raised to 14 yeara without exem 
tions and that all ohter young people 
under the age 18 be enrolled in part- 
time classes. France proposes to re- 


fiuiie part-timo attendance of irirjs un- 
der 20, after they have 
finished 
the 
prescribed 
number of years of 
full 
attendance. 


There has been no weakening of la- 
bor laws affecting women and children 
in Canada or New Zealand, and Mani- 
toba has reduced overtime permitted 
to women and girls. 
The report adds: 


"It is hoped that the report will call 
attention to the growing concern In 
the warring countries for the welfare 
of children and the earnest efforts now 
being made in the midst of war to im- 
prove their condition, and that it will 
aid in showing not only the impor- 
tance of maintaining here all the pres- 
ent industrial protection afforded to 
women and children, but of carrying 
their protection forward notwithstan- 
ing war conditions."

S h o w American Speed. 


The .speed with w h i c h the lines have 
been laid up through the broken Hin- 
denburg dtefenses during the past week 
has called forth the 
highest 
praise 
from 
the 
British 
authorities. 
The 
Americans have been working in shifts 
twenty-four hours a day and no such 
a m o u n t of track has been laid in this 
region in so short a time before. 
The 
manner in which they stood up under 
the strain has led to their being dubbed 
the "force of American athletes." 
For 
these untiring soldiers today are as fit 
and as willing as they were before the 
battle began. 


Naturally the Americans have for a 
long time 
been 
working 
under 
the 
range of enemy artillery and more than 
once they have come under heavy shell 
fire. 
One of the most striking sights 
along the front has been that of the en- 
gineers laboring coolly at their tracks 
while great shells wei-e bursting 
one 
hundred yards away. 


Work Ripped Up by Shells. 


At one time the Germans cut loose 
with their guns on a section of 
the 
tracks and tore up three miles of rails 
which had been liv44 -^i^tii much labor, 
but they scarcely had 
finished 
this 
bombardment when the twin lines of 
steel began 
to 
creep 
forward 
once 
more. 


After the engineers had reached 
a 
point whore they were exposed on the 
sk.vline it was necessary to work 
at 
night or on f o g g y days in order 
to 
avoid e n e m y observations. 
There have 
been three forces of Americans 
e m - 
ployed in this region since about Au- 
gust. 
Two of them have been occu- 
pied with the operation and 
mainte- 
nance of light railways and the other 
h a s been constructing narrow 
gauge 
lines. 
The importance of this work 
hardly needs emphasis for it is well 
known that over these railways food, 
ammunition and materials of all sorts 
are poured up to lend support to the 
fighting 
forces. 


All F i t and Eager. 


The correspondent has visited m a n y 
of these engineers since their arrival 
and has found t h e m as fit as possible 
and eager for work. 
Most of 
t h e m 
undoubtedly look forward to the time 
when 
they will be able to join 
the 
American forces, but just now they are 
content to do their bit here and learn 
valuable lessons in military 
railroad- 
ing. 


The correspondent was talking with 
three officers today and the only anx- 
iety expressed about the future 
was 
the fear that they might later be com- 
pelled to work far back of the lines 
out of the fighting one. 
The engineers 
love to hear the guns and get as close 
to the 
firing 
line as military 
orders 
permit. 


Volunteer to Go Under Fire. 


Some of them had an unusual ex- 
perience, m u c h to their liking, on the 
first day of the offensive. 
The British 
called for volunteer stretcher bearers 
to go foi'ward to the battlefield 
and 
bring in wounded British and Germans, 
a large number of the engineers offered 
their 
sei-vices which 
were 
accepted. 
They just had 
finished 
a hard 
day's 
work on the railway, but they gladly 
undertook the new, arduous and dan- 
gerous task and labored through the 
night getting injured soldiers back to 
the 
dressing 
stations. 
They 
were 
highly 
complimented 
by the 
British 
for their efficiency in this line of ser- 
vice which 
w a s 
rather 
far-reached

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Men Who Slope from Camp 
Taylor to Be Rigorous- 
ly Treated. 


Camp Zaciiary Taylor, Ky., Nov. 30.— 
Southern Illinois, Indiana and Kentucky 
men who desert froni the ranks of the 
eighty-fourth 
divi.sion, 
national 
army 
here, will be faced not only with the 
certainty of heavy punishment, but their 
dereliction to duty will 
be jpyen 
the 
widest possible publicity, particularly in 
the neigliborhood from which they come. 


Heretofore men who 
have 
absented 
themselves without permis.'<ion and re- 
mained away for the ten days' period 
necessary to "make them liable to a charge 
of de.«ertion, have been favored to some 
extent because it was felt that in their 
I ignorance of things military the extreme 
heinousness of their act may not ha%e 
1 been realized. 
Now. hoAvever. with every 
I man in the division having the benefit 
t of about two month-s' training, it is felt 
that this partial justification of ignorance 
I can no longer be given any man who dc- 
i serts. 


Hereafter when any man 
found to be 
absent witliout leave that fact will be 
reported to the exemption board of the 
district from which he was drawn. 
Ten 
days after his absence is noted, if lie has 
not in the meantime returned, the exemp- 
tion board will be notified that the man 
has been posted as a deserter. Tlie boards 
will be requested to give tlie widest pos- 
sible publicity to this far-t, and at the 
same time a reward of $nO will be offered 
for the man's capture. 
This reward will 
be paid upon the delivery of the deserter 
at Camp Zachary Taylor. 


The number of 
desertions 
from 
the 
camp here has been until this time very 
small. 
Not more than a dozen rewards 
have been paid for the return of offen- 
ders. 


The crime of desertion in time of war 
is punishable by "death or such other 
penalty as a court martial may inflict," 
according to the articles of war. 
The 
death penalty rarely is invoked, and then 
almost invariably only if the offense is 
conmiitted 
in 
the face of the 
enemy. 
However, the punishment 
meted 
out 
usually is a heavy one, mo.«t frequently 
being a sentence to confinement for a long 
period of years in a federal pcntentiary 
at hard labor. 


The mere leaving of duty under ordin- 
ary circumstances does not make a sol- 
dier a de.serter. 
He is first posted as a 
"straggler." 
If he fails to present him- 
self within ten days, he then offieally 
becomes 
a 
deserter. 
Absence 
for ten 
days, however, is not necessary before a 
man can be posted as a de-^jerter, if the 
circum.stances surrounding his disappear- 
ance make it apparent that desertion is 
intended. 
The ten days' period of grace 
is allowed foi" the purpose of avoiding 
attaching the stigma of de.sertion of men 
who while wilfully absenting them.selves 
for one reason or another, really intend 
to return.
